Subject : Central Advisory Council on Trade-Consti¬ 
tution of. 

No. 3(2)-EPol.—Consesiuent upon the expiry 
of the u-rm of the Central Advisory Council on 
trade constituted by the Ministry of Commerce vide 
Resohdion No. 3(3) |85E,Pol. dated 24th Sept., 1985 
the Central Advisory Council on Trade is hereby rcs- 
constituted with immediate effect. 

2 . Hie terms of reference, constitution etc., of the 
Central Advisory Council on Trade will be as under: 

Terms of Reference : The Central Advisory Council 
on Trade will advise the Government on matters relat¬ 
ing. to:— 

(i) Export & Import Policy and Programmes ; 

(ji) The operation of import and export trade con¬ 
trols; 

(iii) Orranisation and development of Commer¬ 

cial services. 

(iv) Organisation and expansion of export produc¬ 

tion. 

3. Constitution :— The Central Advisory Council 
will consist of 41 Members as shown in the Schedule 
annexed. It will be presided over by the Minister of 
Commerce as Chairman and in his absence, by the 
Minister of State for Commerce as Vice-Chairman. 
The Members of the Council will hold office for a 
period of two years w.e.f. the date of the publication 
of Resolution. 

4. The Council will have powers to co-opt addi¬ 
tional members.' The Chairman 0 ' the Council may 
also invite to the meetings of the Council, such other 
persons as may be considered necessary from time to 
time. 


5. The Headquarters of the Council will be in Delhi 
but it may meet at any other place in India. 

6. The Council will ordinerily meet twice a year. 

7. The Chiel' Controlier of Imports & exports 
will be the Member-Secretary of the Council. 

Order:—Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be 
communicated to the Chairman, Vice-Chaimjan, Mem¬ 
bers of the Council, the Private Secretary and Military 
.Secretary to the President, the Prime Minister’s Office, 
the Planning Commission, all Ministries of Govt, of 
India and all the State Governments in India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in 
the Gazette of India for general information.
